Prostatic Disorders 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOyY 


The necessity to get up frequently during 
the night when occurring in men over 40 is 
most likely to be due to a prostatic disorder 
and in making an examination in these cases 
to find out the cause, the doctor always con- 
siders the prostate as a possible trouble maker. 


Sometimes the examination 
will rule out the prostate 
and some other cause must 
be located, however, an en- 
largement of the _ prostate 
gland is very commonly 


found. The prostate is a gland 
which in men surrounds the 
neck of the bladder and the 
urethra. It is made up of 
three lobes and one or more 
of these lobes may be 
affected. When normal, the 
gland weighs about one-half of an ounce but 
when diseased it may become much larger. It 
is composed of both glandular and muscular 
tissues, 

A chronic disease or enlargement affecting 
the prostate is rarely found in young men and 
is most likely to develop in the patient near 
fifty. Chronic inflammation of the prostate 
gland i§ certainly a very common disorder and 
also one which should not be neglected. As a 
general rule, the patient ignores the early 
symptoms and may be troubled for a period of 
several years before undertaking treatment. It 
is not uncommon to find the patient has had 
the troubles as long as four years before seek- 
ing help. 

The prostate gland is not a part of the sys- 
tem whereby the body eliminates fluid waste 
from the kidneys. However, when the gland is 
enlarged or swollen, it may obstruct the neck 
of the bladder in such a way as to interfere 
with the emptying of this organ. This explains 
why the signs of a prostatic disorder deal 
chiefly with difficulty in getting rid of liquid 
waste. The patient may be distressed by a 
burning sensation which accompanies the elim- 
ination of fluid stored in the bladder, or by a 
strong desire to empty the bladder too often. 
This latter symptom may be noticeable either 
day or night but when occurring at night, breaks 
up the sleep. Occasionally the patient finds it 
difficult to completely empty the fluid, and part 
of the waste may remain in the bladder where 
it undergoes decomposition. If a urinalysis is 
made it may show the presence of pus. The 
patient may describe a pain located in the lower 
part of the back which he believes is lumbago. 
Considerable mental disturbance is commonly 
seen and the patient becomes irritable, de- 
presscd, he is worried and discouraged. 
Although actually in the prime of life he may 
lose his grip and fear that he is becoming old

In making a diagnosis of proctatic trouble, a 
thorough examination is needed. [ particularly 
recommend that the examination include a test 
of the working power of the kidneys, urinalys 
blood count, and physical examination. At the 
end of the examination, proper treatment may 
then be started. In mild or average cases, dila- 
tion, massage and diathermy treatments may 
be ajl that are needed to bring about relief. In 


a few advanced cases where the prostate is 
hypertrophied, and operation is indicated. A 
home treatment which the patient may usc 


with benefit is the hot sitz bath. A careful dict 
in which irritating foods and beverages are 
omitted will often give good results.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1870 Colonel 
Garnet Wolseley and his expedi- 
tion left Toronto for the Red 
River to end Louis Riel’s rebel- 
lion. Four companies of the On- 
tario Rifles had gone in advance 
and been given a good send-off, 
but Wolseley and his men had no 


complaint about their au revoir. 
The Red River expedition con- 
sisted of 1,200 -carefully selected 


men, two-thirds of them militia 
volunteers, the balance British 
regulars. The militia were the 
Ontario Rifles and the Quebec 
Rifles, the latter supposed to be 
a French-Canadian corps, but 
there were less than 50 of them in 


the ranks. The regulars included 
the 60th Battalion Royal Rifles, 
C rong; a detachment each of 


1 Artillery and Royal En- 
s, with Army Service and 
Army Hospital Corps. 

Great care was taken with the 
transport. While the expedition 
was on its way up the lakes, S. 
J. Dawson organized 300 voya- 
guers with 200 boats for the jour- 
ney west of Lake Superior and so 
satisfactory was their work that 
when Wolseley was in Egypt in 
1884 he sent for Canadian voya- 
geurs to overcome the rapids of 
old Mother Nile

in adyance for the 1,200 mile jour- 
ney, 94 by rail from Toronto to 
Collingwood, 534 by steamer to 
Thunder Bay, 55 over the Daw- 
son trail to Lake Shebendowan, 
and then 500 more miles to Fort 
Garry by boat and portage. Three 
months after the departure from 
Toronto saw Riel in flight and the 
Union Jack again flying over 
Fort Garry. ‘ 

Many soldiers consider this Red 
River expedition unique for sev- 
eral reasons. 

1, No spirits were carried or 
issued to any man in the whole 
1,200 miles 

2, Not a single man was in- 
capeacitated by sickness or accle 
dent. 

3. The officers worked along- 
side of the men, wore the same 
uniforms and ate the same food. 

The cost was less than $200,000. 
Colonel Wolsely’s skill and the 
fine work of the troops provide 
a story which should not be for- 
gotten. The expedition was a 
trying test for young Canada, but 
the boys proved their mettle. The 
Ontario Rifles showed the gallant 
60th that the “colonials” could be 
as good soldiers as any, even if 
the discipline was a’ little lax 
when viewed from the standpoint 
of the British regular.

UNHEEDED ADVICE 

To a United Staies senatorial 
committee engaged in studying 
the problem of foreign trade and 
how to encourage it, there was 
recently submitted by a former 
official of the Wilson adminis- 
tration, a copy of President Wil- 
son's message to Congress, Decem- 


ber, 1919. In it President Wilson 
pointed out that a fundamental 
change had taken place with 
reference to the position of the 
United States in world affairs, 
he country had changed over 
from debtor nation and creditor 
nation, and United States preju- 


dices and passions on the subject 
of the tariff “must be subordinat- 
ed to the single consideration of 
the public interest in the light of 


utterly changed conditions.” Pres- 
id Vilson went on to say: 

‘ rope can have only three 
ways of meeting the favorable 


balance of trade in peace times; 
by imports into this country of 
gold or goods or by establishing 
new credits Europe is in no 
position at the present time to 
ship gold to us nor could we con- 
template large further shipments 
of gold into this country without 
concern The time has nearly 
passed for international govern- 
mental loans and it will take time 
to develop in this couhttry @ mar- 
ket for foreign securities. Any- 
thing, therefore, which would 
tend to prevent foreign countries 
from settling for our exports by 
shipments of g into this 
could only have th: ef- 
fect of preventing them from pey- 
ing for our exports and there- 
fore of preventing them from be- 
ing made

HIGHWAY TO ALASKA 


Assurances by George M. Mur- 
ray, member of the British Coi- 
umbia parliament, that the people 
of the province to the northward 
are wholeheartedly in favor of 
constructing the Alaska-Yukon- 
Pacific highway, strengthens the 
hope that the road eventually will 
be built. 

Since the greater part of the 
highway will cross two Canadian 
provinces, the problem of finan- 
cing the project must be solved by 
the Dominion government. 

A bill now pending in congress 
authorizes the President of the 
United States to negotiate with 
Canada for the construction of the 
road, The measure provides one 
hundred thousand dollars for a4 
survey of entire route and two 
million dollars for the building of 
the highway from Fairbanks to 
Dawson 

Early in the present session, De- 
legate Anthony J, Diamond intro- 
duced a bill proposing that part 


of the money for building the 
road be advanced to Canada. It 
was intended that the money 


should be repaid from gasoline 
taxes. 

The advantages of a highway 
extending northward through the 
new and undeveloped country of 
Canada, and southward to the 
Mexican border, frequenuly have 
been described

road would attract thousands of 
tourists annually, As a sightsee- 
ing route it would surpass any- 
thing else in the world. Incident- 
ally, it would open to develop-

PRODUCTION ABILITY 


Editor Bulletin: One hundred 
years ago the production ability 
of civilization to furnish itself 
with useble commodities and ser- 
vices was limited “to the effective 
power of the human and animal 
in use at that time, and inade- 
quate machinery 

Bearing in mind that the ani- 
mat power so developed was also 
a consumer of the natural proa- 
ducts from agriculture and there- 


fore a competitor for the fruits 
of production 

In this day and age the 
mechanical power harnessed to 
solar energy in the form of coal 
gas and electricity, have so over- 
whelmingly increased the poten- 
tial ability of mankind to produce 
and reproduce serviceable goods 
for which the raw materials are 
80 abundantly available that 
comparison between this age and 
the early years of the last cen- 
tury are not consistent 

Within the present year our in- 
ventions alone have such poten- 
tial revolutionary effect on pre- 
sent industrial processes as to 
render obsolete every existing 
form of mechanical power deriv- 
ative. 

I refer to the electric storage 
battery of Edgar Ward of Toe 
ronto, weighing 168 pounds which 
with a chemical charge of a value 
of one cent will drive a heavy 
car 100 miles F 

What would be the result of 
such a power unit in general use 
throughout the Dominion in all 
industries—the change and econ 
omy would be so tremendous as 
to stagger the imagination 

Why balk at proven facts? 

There is a process in Britain 
which will extract gas fuel from 
coal, shale and similar carbo- 
hyrdate minerals at cost of 4 
cents a gallon, 

This list of possibilities in this 
line and the effective machinery 
to use them is ever increasing 
And unless we back up all the 
against a wall and ex- 
them, they will con. 
tinue to increase. 

Did the banking business create 
the present wealth of Canada? 
Men, machines and _ material 
produce wealth, the only value 
1s in use or consumption of man- 
kind 

How far the present banking 
institutes in Canada can redeem 
in legal tender currency has 
not been tested—for which they 
should thank the forebearance of 
the Canadian people, Major 
Douglas states that in Britain the 
Jegal currency in use represents

How does it arise that Japan 
which has neither coal nor iron 
can undersell any western in.

home markets. Simply because 
these nations are tied to the 
existing money system, that be- 
lieves that all money is a debt to 
someone and that interest can be 
compounded indefinitely—a crazy 
notion 

One hundred thousand dollars 
at 6% interest compounded for 
600 years would own the earth if 
the earth was solid gold 

Why does the "Bolithawnicn 
Chamber of Commerce support 
prosposals akin to Social Credit? 

Why does the London Chamber 
of Commerce support also pro. 
posals which are similar in their 
effect? 

Do men of minor intellect or 
lacking in business  sagacity 
foresight and knowledge, become 
business leaders in such centres 
of civilization’-—if so then this 
civilization of ours ceriainiy is 
degenerating

severely hit ducks, including 
shoveller, blue-winged teal, gad- 
wall and widgeon, have shown a 
of increase over widely 
During that time, 
the water level in the near north, 
within the breeding limits of these 
species, has risen, Three years ago 
in face of the fact that they were 
then taking the brunt of the heavy 
shooting over most of the North 
American continent, mallards were 
actually more abundant right 
across the
